Scenario: Itis11:30am and a Safety Monitor is supervising the lunchroom when a teacher
approaches to share that she had a student speak with her in private and said there is a
planned fight involving many students to happen between block 6 and 7 today. There have
already been two fights this morning. It is now 12pm and three other teachers, each from
different teams and content areas, share the same information with the Safety Monitor.

The block 6 to 7 transition happens in 45 minutes. The Safety Monitor conferred with the
Assistant Principal and the School Resource Officer who all indicate feeling tension during
the lunch periods today.

12:50 pm. Between the teachers, Safety Monitor, Admin, and SRO, the fight was thwarted.
